CONVERSICN OF THE AN/PRC-10 FM TRANSHITTER-RECE IVER 


The FRC ~10 is on the little Fa rigs to appear on the surplus 
marret. It covers 38-55 mHz transmit and receive, with about 0,9 
watss output over the entire range. In the tradition of the good 
old iRC~5 transmitters, the transmitter-receiver is VFO'd throughout 
and ‘he transmitter is "track-tuned" i.e., you just set the freauency 
‘and forget it --the tuning capacitor follows with the oscillator and 
maintains resonance, and hence, uniform output from 38-55 mHz. As if 
that isn't enough, there is a very accurate 100 kHz crystall calibrator 
in the unit. New all the solid-state proponents will scream--it is 
a Ture rig--(say,dad, What's a vacuum tube?). Most of you are envi- 
sioning a monster twice the size of the W60tx trailer--or even one 
of Andy's 'TV" sransmitters, but no,--the whole works is hardly larger 
than a 2-meter CZ, er... FM rig. 


Sonverting “he FRC-10 is a matter of building power supply for 
it -- as with moss of the conversions I do, I dislike trying to rip 
everything out of a surplus radio set, and call the much—modified 
remnants a "conversion". The unit has sixteen tubes with 2 RF stages 
and five I.F. stages, a squelch (of course) and the wegular reactance 
modulated oscillator-- amplifier transmitting set-up. As previously 
Mentioned, the cuzput is about 0.9 watts, but, liking whole numbers, 
I goosed it up tc 1 watt by running a little more voltage on the final 
you can get away with that with a 5A6 tube final, 


The schematic runs on for pages (6, to be exact) so I've only 
shown the pin connections for the usual esoteric, impossible-to-find, 
connector on the back of the rig's case. I removed the plug and 
soldered a 6-conductor eable to the pins, then replaced the protective 
cover, This resulted in a neat, strong assembly. The other end of the 
cable was terminated with a male (safety first--don't use a male 
connector for the wutput of the supply) octal- type plug with cover,
